CHINESE ART, 


Materials the Painter Usea and Hi« 
Methods of Work. > 

Chinese painting is very jfrequeutly 
ilescribed as calligraphic-—that Is to 
say. closely allied to or derived from 
baudwriting. inasmuch :m Chinese 
baud writing is brush work of a high 
order, it follows that Chinese 

who can write well has the waking of 
a skilled mechanical artisf in black 
and white. He has a fine delicacy and 
flexibility of touch, so that.:lf he i>os- 
•<esxes any bent for transferring to pa 
:w*r representations of objects of na- 
ure or the imagination, hei would be 
' ••\pe«-ied to produce work' having n 
character. [ 

J The nature of the matirial used 
'•itch as slightly absorbent paper and 
-fixed silk and thin water color, also 
‘eads to work tuning a spedfal chamc- 
er. A member of any western race 
would have great difficulty la painting 
« picture on a kind of blotting paper 
with a Chinese pen filled) with thin 
J watery pigment. These ffcararters. 
however, give the, Chinese painting its 
chief charm. Birds and flowers and 
landscapes and figures are put in ooce 
end for ail with no possibility of sub¬ 
sequent touching up. 

They are painted with unerring 
strokes of the brush, and the result ia 
a clean, vigorous and living picture. 
The Chines e artist, as a rule, spends 
a long time thinking out this picture 
and then rapidly dashes it in.—Chica¬ 
go News.
